The Examiner discovered upon examination of a continuation patent application (serial 
no. 10/859,660) of the above-referenced issued patent that one of the copies of the Oath and 
Declaration submitted contained an additional inventor (Greg A. Arnold) when compared to the 
other copies.

deleting him as an inventor. The notice indicates that failure to provide such a correction will 
result in abandonment of the continuation application. 

On reviewing all the files and records relating to this issued patent provided by prior 
counsel, a signed Oath and Declaration from inventor Greg A. Arnold was discovered. This 
document was obviously inadvertently omitted by prior counsel and went unnoticed by the 
Patent Office. The undersigned is submitting the Oath and Declaration signed by Greg A.
